discovery gave her She had 
novel which had a great popular success, 
“That Luma o’ 1 cowrie’s,’’ and two other 
stories published serially, which scarcely 
maintained her fame. She had also writ¬ 
ten a great number of short stories, but all 
her efforts in this direction brought her a 
comparatively small amount of money. 

Then the inspiration seized her to write 
a story for the young, using one of her own 
sons as the model for the hero. This was 
published in St. Nicholas, and “Little I^ord 
Fauntleroy” re-established the fame which 
Mrs. Burnett gained with the story of Jean 
Ixm rie. She got a fair price for the story, 
hut the profits gave her no idea of the lux¬ 
ury of wealth. 

There are two or three dramatic man¬ 
agers in New York who have very sad 
faces when they are asked to recall their 
experience with Mrs. Burnett and the man¬ 
uscript of the play, “Little l»rd Faun tie 
roy.” She offered it to several managers. 
•Some of them treated her with brusque 
uess, some with courtesy and some with 
indifference, but they all declined even to 
look at the manuscript. When at last the 
plAy did get upon the stage, and it mads a 
bit, Mrs. Burnett I'ouud that instead of 
being the beseecher she was the besought. 
Managers offered her thousands of dollars 
guarantee ami handsome royalties, and It 
was hef turn now to do the smiling. She 
began to realize the delights of having a 
bank account. Her profits sometimes ran 
as high as $t,3U0 to $1,500 a w eek, and she 
is reported to have received in all nearly 
$100,000as her share of the earniugs of this 
play, i 

This experience led Mrs. Burnett practi¬ 
cally to abandon the novel. She had 
entered into some contracts, however, for 
stories which she was and is compelled to 
fulfill, and when these stories are written 
she will probably devote herself entirely to 
play w riting. 

She has produced two plays since “Lord 
Fauntleroy” was staged, and without much 
success. This has been due entirely to the 
fact that Mrs. Burnett did not understand 
the laws of dramatic construction. “Faun- 
tleroy” jtself is very imperfect as a work of 
art, and nothing but the extraordinary 
interest in the character and the brilliancy 
with which it was played alternately by 
the boy Tommy Kussell and little Elsie 
l^eslie saved the play. Mrs. Burnett, how 
ever, has the dramatic instinct, and as soon 
as she learns w r hat stage requirements are 
it is quite likely that she will produce as 
successful a play as “Fauntleroy.” 

There are reports that Amelie Rives 
Chanler is also to try her hand at play 
writing. Her fame is so great that she 
will have no difficulty in getting any play 
that she writes produced, although there 
is every prolxability that it would be nec¬ 
essary first to subject it to the revision of 
a stage manager. Mrs. Chanler has of 
course, to the highest degree, the dramatic 
instinct, and she would he quite likely to 
conceive: situations of intense dramatic 
nower. Therefore those who see genius 
Tn her npvels will not be surprised if she 
produces a play wlich bears the stamp of 
genius upon it. 

Miss Wilkins, the writer of New Eng¬ 
land romances and sketches, who ha% 
within a year or two won so great repute, 
has r’*o been urged to dramatize some of 
these sketches. She has humor, pathoe 
and the capacity for constructing effective 
climax, and If she will write a play which 
Is as true to life as are her sketches, and 
which contains a story, as most of these 
sketches do, there are splendid chances for 
dramatic success for her/

The Famine In Russia. 

The United States minister to St. Peters¬ 
burg, Mr. Charles Kmory Smith, has just 
sent an official report to the state depart¬ 
ment telling about the extent of the fam¬ 
ine in Russia. Its horrors have by no 
means been exaggerated by the reports 
heretofore spread. Mr. Smith says that 
the famine is general in thirteen provinces 
of European Russia and partial in five 
provinces. The population of the thirteen 
provinces is 27,000,000, and of the five where 
famine is partial the population is as many 
more. The official estimate is that there 
are now in Russia 14,000,000 without food 
or the means of support and that many 
more are inadequately supplied. 

These districts are all agricultural, and 
for three years the crops have fallen short 
of an average. Last year, owing to 
drought, the crops were in many places a 
total failure. The bread which many are 
eating is made of wild arrack, potatoes, 
chaff and leaves, and much disease is pro¬ 
duced. Within the radius of one mUe 
there are 120 cases of typhus fever. Any 
assistance to he valuable should be prompt. 
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first rides to speak, and a dozen or so of 
the old Aghters pop np one after another 
to ask him questions.
